Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly disclose an incandescent lamp separate from a gas discharge 
UV lamp that is included in the ballast and operable without the gas discharge UV lamp. 
The closest prior art teaches an incandescent lamp filament utilized as a ballast for the 
UV light in order to ignite the UV lamp. There is no reaching in the prior art of the 
incandescent lamp being both a ballast and separately operable without the UV lamp. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
